ADVANTAGES OF WOMAN SUF 


FEAGE. 


The following are extracts from tli 


messages of the Governors of Wjoming t 
the several Legislatures. 
They give th 


opinions of the Executives on the Stupor 
tant subject of woman suffrage. 


The following paragraph is taken froi 


the message of Gov. J. A. Campbell t 
the Legislative Assembly of 1871 : 


There is upon our statute book "A 


act granting to the women of Wyomin 
Territory the right of suffrage and'to hole 
office," which has now been in force tw 
years. 
Under its liberal provisions wo 


men have voted in the Territory, servec 
on juries, and held office. It is simpl 
justice to say that ths women entering 
for the first time in the history of th 
country, upon these new and untried du 
ties, have conducted themselves in everj 
respect with as much tact, sound judg 
ment, and good sense as a man. 
While 


it would be claiming more than the fact 
justify to say that this experiment, in a 
limited field, has demonstrated bej-ond : 
doubt the perfect fitness of woman, at al 
times and under all circumstances, for 
taking a part in the Government, it fur- 
nishes at least reasonable presumptive 
evidence in her favor, and she has a rijht 
to claim that, so long as none but good 
results are manifest, the law should re 
main unrepcaled. 


Gov. Campbell referred to the same 


subject in 1873 in the following language: 


The experiment of granting to women 


a voice in the Government, which was in- 
augurated, for the h'rst time in the his- 
tory of our country, by the first Legisla- 
tive Assembly of Wyoming, lias now been 
tried for four years. 
I have heretofore 


tjken occasion to express my views in re- 
gard to the wisdom and justice of this 
measure, and my 
conviction that its 


adoption lias been attended only by good 
results. 
Two years more of observation 


of tho practical working of tlio system 
liavu (inly served to deepen my c.Vnvic- 
MUII i:i;u wnac we, in this Territory, nave 
duns, has been woii d.nic, and that our 
system of impartial sufl'rayo is a:i unqual- 
ified success. 


In 1875 Gov. John W. Tliaver's mes- 


sage commented on the question as fol- 
lows : 


Woman suffrage 1ms now been in prac- 


tical operation in our Territory fur six 
years, and has, during the time, increased 
in popularity and in the confidc-nce of the 
people. 
In my judgment its results have 


been beneficial, and its influence favor;! 
ble to tho best interests of the comnit: 
nity. 
A right or privelegc once grante 


is not easily surrendered.

after years or happy experience, woman 
suffrage is so thoroughly rooted and es- 
tablished in the minds and hearts of this 
people that among them ail no voico is 
ever uplifted in protest against or in 
question of it. 
For these reasons, also, 


there rests on us the obligation to so 
guard and elevate the social order as to 
make of Wyoming an ever-brightening 
star for the guidance of the new grant! 
movement in the interest of human free- 
dom."—Boomerang.

PATTlaON'S INAl'Ul'UATIOJi. 


A few moments before noon ou Tues- 


day Governor-elect Pattison, accompa- 
nied by Governor Iloyt and tho joint 
Legislative Committee, walked from the 
Executive Mansion to the Capitol, where 
tho members of the Legislature had al- 
ready gathered. 
The oath of office was 


administered to the Governor-elect by 
Justice Trunkcy and the Governor de- 
livered his inauguuil address. 
The peo- 


ple demand, said he, the abolition of 
needless offices : the fixing of official com- 
pensation at sums commensurate with the 
service rendered by salaries definitely 
ascertained;, rigid accountability in the 
expenditure of public moneys : a public 
performance of official trusts, and 
the 


raising of the efficiency of the civil ser- 
vice by making fitness and integrity 
alone the tests for appointment. 
The 


people demand strict economy in the 
expenditure of their moneys, a simple 
and business-like conduct of the affairs of 
Government; and a repeal of all laws 
creating avenues for the needless spend- 
ing of public funds at the discretion of 
the officials. 
The people demand that 


the burdens as well as the benefits of 
government shall be distributed with 
fairness, justness and impartiality. 
They 


demand 
uniformity and simplicity in 


taxation, and its distribution in such a 
manner as that, while all shall bear their 
just share of the common burdens, those 
shall contribute most who receive most, 
and those suffer least who can bear least. 
. . "I shall urge upon the General As- 
sembly," continued the Governor, "the 
passage of legislation necessary for car- 
rying into effect the provisions of the 
Constitution of the State: 
Some of the 


sections of the Constitution from which 
most good was expected, and most could 
be secured, have as yet yielded no meas- 
ure of benefit, or left any visible effect. 
This is particularly true of Article XVII 
of that instrument regulating railroad 
and canal companies. By tacit consent, 
a construction of that article has been 
acquiesced in by which the great cor- 
porate bodies of the State have eicapcd 
its limitations and been exempted from 
its provisions. 
They 
h-.ive violated it 


constantly, defiantly and flagrantly. The 
people are entitled to have at least a fail- 
trial made of their ability to bring the 
vast corporations they have created and 
fostered under their just regulation and 
control. 
. 
. Competing 
telegraph 


companies have consolidated in open vio- 
lation of the law, and to the public det- 
riment. 
Citizens of the Commonwealth 


have recently invoked the interposition of 
the State authorities to prevent the con- 
tinuance of this flagrant wrong. It is to 
be hoped the proceedings thus inaugu- 
rated will result in the vindication of the 
Constitution and establish the adequacy 
of its poucis. 
Corporate lawlessness 


must be made as amenable to punishment 
as persoml lawlessness." 


At the conclusion of tho inaugural

1,000,000 square miles uncovered, and 
that a broad belt of land extending from 
the southern part of Siberia to what was 
known as th i Central Forest was one of 
the most fertile and genial places in the 
Russian Empire. 
The life of the exiles 


is by no means so bad as imagined. Good 
homes and farming utensils are provided, 
and there aie no exiles in tho very uold 
parts of the country. The only ones who 
work in mi ties are such as would either 
be hung or imprisoned in other countries. 
Most of the political prisoners are sent to 
Tomsk and Omsk, the former a rich 
town of 20,000 inhabitants, with a public 
library, a buys' military school and a la- 
dies seminary. 
The exiles acquire prop- 


erty and live handsomely. 


PATTISOJPS SBICIDE.

After five and twenty years of defeat, 


one brief half day of Democratic power 
in Pennsylvania has given us a triple sui- 
cide to dedicate the highest sanctuary it 
has entered for a full quarter o'f a century.

most trusted men of the Commonwealth. 


The nomination of Lewis C. Cassidy to 


the responsible office of Attorney General 
is the response Governor Pattison has 
made to the faith reposed in his adminis- 
tration of the highest authority ot the 
State. 
While it has been freely pro- 


claimed that Mr. Cassidy would be the 
chief member of the new Cabinet, and 
thereby confessedly the guiding spirit of 
the government, there has been abiding 
hope to the last among the people, that 
so suicidal an act, involving the political 
suicide of an Executive, of an Attorney 
General who proclaims his Senatorial can- 
didacy, and of every hope of Democratic 
triumphs in the near future, would not be 
consummated.

rule there can be no reasonable question. 
None suppose for a moment that he chose 
Mr. Cassidy as a representative of Re- 
form. 
To impute such a motive would 


be to impute his common sense. 
He 


doubtless conferred the honor upon his 
old preceptor and friend in obedience to 
the dictates of the gratitude that is al- 
ways a virtue in the discharge of personal 
duties, but seldom a virtue, and often a 
crime, as Mr. Pattison has well taught in 
his public deliverances, when grave public 
trusts aro. required to requite its obliga- 
tions. 
Nor does the baleful influence of 


the appointment of Mr. Cassidy end with 
the offensive inconsistency of Pattison's 
action with Pattison's promise. It will 
be accepted with profound humiliation by 
an overwhelming majority of Mr. Patti- 
son's supporters, as a confession of the 
truth of the most effective assaults made 
against him in the campaign, that Lewis 
C. Cassidy is to be the master and Robert 
E. Pattison the man, in the administra- 
tion of Democratic power. It was due 
to Governor Pattison, to his self-respect, 
as well as. due to the people who believed 
in him, that he should have made a Cabi- 
net conspicuously free from personal 
domination and pre-eminent for the hon- 
esty and fitness of its members. 
How- 


ever honestly intended, the advent of Mr. 
Cassidy to the Attorney Generalship fixes 
Governor Pattison as secondary in his 
own authority, and his term will be too 
short to retrieve himself. And as if Cas- 
sidy was most willing to multiply the 
misfortunes of his chief, he proclaims 
himself a candidate for the Senate and 
accepts the Attorney Generalship avow- 
edly to aid his promotion to the higher 
office. 
Had Mr. Cassidy every fitness 


for the Attorney Generalship, alike in 
character and ability, his avowal for his 
candidacy of the Senate would have made 
any considerate Governor strike his name 
from the list of Cabinet possibilities. 


That Mr. Cassidy is a man of eminent 


legal attainments and surpassed by few in 
the intellectual qualities needed in the 
office of Attorney General none will deny; 
but his very distinction as a lawyer makes 
his unfituess as a leadei of a Reform ad- 
ministration come out in sharpest con- 
trast. He is not a friend of Reform. 
Neither in taste, education or practice 
has he inclined to the honest government 
that must be the jewel of the Pattison 
administration if it is not to be a monu- 
mental failure. 
With abilities capable 


of mastering the most distinguished and 
beneficent leadership, he has preferred 
the spoils of the Pilgrim band of political 
confederates of both parties, and thrown 
himself into the scale even against his 
party, to defeat the heroic efforts made 
for better government. 
Nor was he 


gained to the cause of honest authority or 
of party safety, when Democracy won its 
first great battle and opportunity in this 
city in 1876. 
It required only common 


honesty and fidelity then to have made 
Democracy respected and potential in

of acting. 


I have never seen an audience more 


completely spellbound than that which 
crowded Ilaverlv's Theatre, and shudder- 
ed when the knife of Virginius saved 
Virginia with a stab from the lust of the 
tyrant. 
Is there another murder done in 


any drama that so commands the sympa- 
thetic approval of those who are shocked 
by it ? And the ensuing scene of Vir- 
giuius' insanity saved the play from an 
anti-climax by its awfulness. 
The sweet 


and pitiful figure of the daughter was 
gone from the story, and what saved al! 
the interest from departing with her? 
Nothing else than McCullough's madness. 
lie did it without noise, rant or contor- 
tions. 
He was to the audience a maniac 


the instant that the curtain disclosed him 
in prison, and before he stirred or spoke. 
The fixed stare on 
vacancy, the pos- 


ture of physical carelessness, the visage 
curiously mingling acute mental suffering 
and lack of discernment—these told so 
much that his plight was seen and com- 
prehended before hearing about it.

had never known that a derangement of 
the mind took the natural curl out ol 
a man's hair.
